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INTRODUCTION 



This report represents the first phase of a major project 
to develop and field-test a functional search and retrieval 
system for 35mm slides used within the fields of Art, History, 
Literature and Drama. Therefore, the results of this project 
should be considered a finished part of the broader, long range 
program. The objectives of Phase I were three-fold: 

1. To evolve a logic and rationale for a retrieval 
system that would permit the different disciplines 
to utilize a single 35mm slide collection. 

2. To develop a prototype list of identifiers that 
would meet the requirements of the different subject 
fields. (For the purpose of this project an identi- 
fier is defined as one of a series of terms that can 
be used to describe a given slide for retrieval 
purposes . ) 

3. To test the general practicability and logic of the 
system by assigning these identifiers to a random 
selection of approximately 150 slides. 

It is anticipated that later projects will expand and field 
test the practicality of the approach developed in this report. 

The system developed in this project is designed for search 
and retrieval and should not be confused with a shelving or 
cataloging system. Therefore, while some of the terms used are 
identical and while both systems are designed to assist the user 
the basic approach between this project and the shelving system 



being developed by Simons and Tansey, differ considerably. 

A shelving system, while usually designed to assist a person 
in searching for materials, is primarily an organization 
system for item cataloging. These may range from the Library 
of Congress and Dewey Decimal systems to the general approach 
used in the yellow pages of a phone book. A search and retrieval 
system, on the other hand, is designed to permit the user to 
locate with a minimum of time and effort, any item in a col- 
lection that meets his specific needs. For example, while a 
single slide will have one shelving or cataloging number, it 
may have as many as thirty or more retrieval numbers each 
indicating a specific element of its content. The Simons and 
Tansey report does propose a new approach to slide shelving 
and cataloging but does not solve some of the unique problems 
in slide retrieval. For maximum utilization of materials, a 
combination of the two systems, each serving a specific need, 
may be logical. 

As noted earlier, the system developed in this project 
is primarily designed to permit individuals from different 
disciplines to locate, rapidlv and as specifically as possible, 
all items in a slide collection that fill their specific needs.

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The last decade has seen a major increase in the use of 
instructional media. By 1962, 96% of all elementary and 
secondary schools reported owning slide-filmstrip projectors 
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with nearly 100% having at least one motion picture projector. 
This: growth has not been limited to the public schools. Most 
institutions of higher learning now have instructional support 
units developed primarily to assist faculty in the selection 
and use of audiovisual techniques and materials. In a concerted 
effort to handle large numbers of students, many colleges and 
universities have embarked on a major building program. High 
priority in the majority of these cases is the construction of 
large lecture halls for hundreds of students, providing, for 
the first time, teaching spaces designed to effectively utilize 
all the medi a--f i lm , slides, filmstrips, transparencies, tele- 
vision-- for quality instruction. 

Of all the available teaching aids, one of the most flex- 
ible and easily used is the slide projector. It is, therefore, 
somewhat surprising to find that when compared with other equip- 
ment in a national survey, this projector was next to last in 
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both incidence and frequency of use in the public schools. 

Even in those subject areas where 2 x 2" slides are ideally

suited for instruction, they are not being fully utilized. In 

this survey, less than one out of every five fine arts and social 
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science teachers reported using slides. 

A key reason for this limited use has been the problem of 
accessibility. The number and scope of items in a slide collec- 
tion create a major problem of cataloging. How can a large 
collection of slides of diverse utility be cataloged so as to 
permit retrieval of individual items with precision? Conven- 
tional cataloging systems are usually organized under a limited 
number of identifiers, thus restricting utilization by teachers 
from various disciplines. History teachers, for example, find 
it difficult to locate specific slides when filed in a collec- 
tion developed by an art department; and a specialist in liter- 
ature might wish to use a completely different series of cate- 
gories from those of a historian. Therefore, while the slide 
might be the same, the titles under which it is filed will 
differ substantially, depending on the specific interest and 
needs of the individuals or departments doing the filing. 

In the last few years there has been developed a search 
and retrieval logic that has been applied successfully to 
document cataloging in a variety of fields. The most compre- 
hensive of these projects has been the development of the 
Office of Education's Education Research Information Centers. 

Under this project, a number of specialized information clear- 
inghouses have been established and each, following an established

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guideline, has developed a set of identifying terms for use in 
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its particular field. A description of this general approach 
as used in a retrieval system for periodical literature will 
be found in Appendix D. With this process, it has become possible 
for an item to be crossfiled under a comprehensive list of iden- 
tifiers permitting easy and quick retrieval bv anyone using the 
system . 

In summary, this project was designed to explore the practi- 
cability of applying this same basic search and retrieval logic 
to a collection of 35mm slides used by individuals from various 
subject areas. An approach that would permit users from various 
disciplines to locate slides that meet their unique needs with 
a minimum of time and effort. 

PROCEDURE 

Since the main emphasis of the project was to develop a 
set of guidelines for a search and retrieval system using the 
collection of 35mm slides, it was decided to limit the actual 
list of identifiers, as much as possible, to a single repre- 
sentative period. This system would then form the framework 
and logic for the development of a more comprehensive and 
complete set of identifiers. Seventeenth Century Europe 
(Hapsburg Empire, England, France, Germany and Italy) v.*as 
selected arbitrarily to serve this purpose. When certain lists

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were restricted by this specific period (artists, authors, etc.) 
the limitation was removed from the general list to permit a 
comprehensive system to be developed. 

The following developmental procedure was followed: 

1. Subject matter specialists from the fields of European 
History, Art History and 17th Century Literature 
developed a preliminary list of identifiers for their 
individual disciplines. 

2. The three lists of identifiers were field-tested on 
a random sample of slides and then combined into a 
single system. 

3. The list of identifiers and a description of the pro- 
posed retrieval logic was then sent to the Advisory 
Committee (see Appendix A) for reactions and feedback. 

4. At a joint conference, the subject matter specialists 
and Advisory Committee reviewed the identifier list 
and finalized an overall strategy. 

5. The individual items and general organization of the 
identifier list was then revised according to confer- 
ence recommendations. 

6. The final identifier list was, as the final step to 
this project, applied to a random sample of slides to 
evaluate the general feasibility of the proposed plan 
for an identifier assignment. 

The problems faced by this group were unique and required 
a retrieval logic that, while it is being used by research 
libraries, has not yet been applied to non-book materials. It 
was, for example, apparent from the beginning, that each of the 



three disciplines would often use entirely different terms and 
logic to search for an identical slide. This difference, as the 
project progressed, proved to be far more extensive than orig- 
inally anticipated. For example, while the art specialist might 
be interested in the artist, technique, and media, the historian 
would focus on date of the subject, the activities being shown, 
and the historical relationship of the content. At the same 
time, the literature specialist would use the same slide to depict 
the social climate that existed during the developmental period 
of an author or to illustrate a particular sequence in a given 
novel . 

A second major problem was one of dating. While the art 
field required the date of production, the other areas were more 
concerned with the date of the subject. For example, a slide 
produced in the 20th Century depicting a battle during the Civil 
War, would, for retrieval purposes, need to be filed under differ- 
ent dates to meet the needs of the various disciplines. The same 
type of discrepancy exists in location with the art instructor 
usually interested in place of production, while the historian 
and literature specialist prefer to identify the location of the 
area being shown. 

It became apparent that if the system was to be developed 
it had to have the following capabilities: 

2 . It had to he workable with various shelving systems 
that now exist. 

It had to he compatible with either a computer based 
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or manual retrieval system and thus he usable in major 
as well as minor slide collections . 

3. It had to be open-ended permitting individual collec- 
tions with specialized interests to easily add new 
identifier terms . 

4. It had to provide the capability for the various 
disciplines to use the same collection of materials 
without major limitations. 

5. The system had to be easy to use with a retrieval logi 
that could readily be explained to the new user. 

6. Once instituted > the system had to offer a minimum 
of operational problems . 

HOW THE SYSTEM WORKS 

To facilitate use, the identifiers themselves have been 
divided into six major areas selected to follow a logical 
search sequence. These categories are as follows: 

I. What is it (Applied Art, Architecture, Drawing, 

Painting, Sculpture, etc.) 

II. Who made it (Artist) 

III. When 

A. Date of Production 

B. Date of Subject 

IV. Where 

A. Where Produced 

B. Location of Subject 



V. Subject (Content ana/or function, i.e., battle sites, 
general category of content, type of building, geo- 
graphical, authors, type of portrait, type of weapons 
shown, etc.) 

VI. Collection (Where now located) 

While the identifiers selected for use on this pilot pro- 
ject are broad in scope and comprehensive, they are by no means 
complete. (See Appendix B.) As noted earlier, emphasis was 
placed on developing a logic that would work rather than on a 
specific, comprehensive list of content identifiers. A more 
comprehensive list of content identifiers will be found in the 
Simons and Tansey^ report. 

For retrieval purposes, each identifier is given an identi- 
fication number. These numbers precede the terms in Appendix B 
and while arbitrary, must be assigned and used for simple 
retrieval. For example: 

28 - Drawing 31 - Pastel 

29 - Charcoal 32 - Sanguine 

30 - Pencil 33 - Silver-point 

The use of identification numbers is described in detail 

later in describing the retrieval of slides, on pages 11 and 12. 

To handle the critical problem of dates--when produced and 
the date of the subject--a simple but extremely efficient system

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has been evolved. Each area is handled separately but in an 
identical manner. The only item that differs is the identifier 
identification numbers for date of production and date of sub- 
ject. 

Identification by individual years becomes possible with 
the use of three identification terms: 

1 - BC or AD 

2 - Century (1-20) 

3 - Year (0-99) 

Thus, the year 1857 would be obtained by combining AD 
with 19th Century and the year 57. If an individual library 
wished also to permit broader searching by ten year intervals, 
this could be done by simply adding to the system identifier 
terms and identification numbers for 0-9, 10-19, 20-29, etc. 
When a painting was produced over several years, the mid-year 
has been arbitrarily used for the date of production. 

Adding Identifiers 

One advantage of the proposed system is that additional 
identifier terms can be easily added by an individual library 
or on a national level. For example, in an earlier draft of 
the identifier list used in this project, the type of media 
used in painting and sculpture were omitted. The new terms 
were added, placed in the system in their proper position, 
and assigned the next available identifier numbers. ihe 
painting area now appears as follows: 
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35 - Painting 

36 - Ceiling (dome) 

37 - Miniature 

38 - Mural (wall) 

39 - Portable 

Media 

668 - Oil 

669 - Tempera 

670 - Watercolor 

671 - Other 

By this process, specialized collections can add detailed 
identifiers to meet their unique needs and new terms as they 
become accepted can also be included. It should be noted, 
however, that experiences with other retrieval systems have 
indicated that the fewer the number of terms in a system, 
the easier it is for most individuals to use. 

Placing a Slide in the System 

Upon acquisition each slide is assigned the maximum 
number of identifier terms that describe its characteristics. 
For example, a hypothetical oil portrait by the Spanish artist, 
Alonso Caro, produced in 1665 of the French King Francis II 
(1559-60), might Dc assigned the following terms: (For the 

purpose of this example, the king is dressed in his regalia 
and some of the regal jewelry is clearly pictured.)

In the above example, the identifiers 174 (AD), 191 (17th 
Century), and 260 (65) combine to give the date " production, 
1665. The next three identifiers, 296 (AD), 312 (16th Century), 
and 376 (59) generate the date of the subject, 1559. If 
Francis II had played a key role in a piece of poetry (560), 
written in sonnet form (563) by Lesage (547), these additional 
terms would have been added. 

To assure proper assignment of identifiers, it is proposed 
that a specialist from each of the three fields (Art, History, 
and Literature) be involved in the assignment process for each 
slide in the collection. A tentative list of assigned identifiers 
for a random sample of slides will be found in Appendix C. 

Slide Retrieval 

The logic of locating slides in a collection is relatively 
simple with this technique. An art historian wishing to find 
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all aerial views of cathedral domes built in France during the 
17th Century would simply combine (18) aerial view, (19) domes, 
(174) AD, (191) 17th Century, (427) Gaul/France, and (491) 
churches and temples. A historian seeking illustrations of 
transportation used in the cities during the same period would 
use the date of the subject identifiers (296) AD, (313) 17th 
Century, plus (494) cities, towns and villages, and (597) trans- 
portation. A specialist in literature would combine the name 
of the author and the term "portrait" (586) to locate any slides 
of the individual in question. The major advantage of this 
system is that it permits the user to utilize any combination 
of terms he requires to locate all the slides in the collection 

that meet his specific needs. 

This approach is designed to work with either a computer- 

based or manual retrieval system. In a com puteri zed system, the 
user would simply type in his list of identifiers 18-19-174-191- 
427-491 (for our art historian seeking aerial views of 17th 
Century cathedral domes) and the computer would print out a 
of all slides in the collection that meet his requirements. The 
print-out could simply be a shelving number and title or include 
additional descriptive information. Several members of the 
Advisory Committee felt that having available to the user the 
complete list of identifiers under which a slide is cataloged 
would provide an additional instructional function proving par- 
ticularly valuable to those using the collection for research 



purposes . 



While less sophisticated, the alternative manual or optical 
retrieval system does permit almost every slide library to install 
an operational retrieval system within the range of most budgets. 
The total cost of equipment for most systems of this type is 
under $2,000. In an optical system, a series of identifier cards 
are manually combined to indicate those slides in the system 
which meet the user's requirements. The major limitations of the 
manual retrieval system are two-fold: First, since each identi- 

fier card can accommodate a maximum of 10,000 items, larger 
collections require subdivision. Second, since only numbers can 
be used for individual slide identification, the system requires 
either that the slides be numbered by acquisition or that a 
system be available to translate the numbers used in the optical 
retrieval system to the shelving system used in the collection. 

A detailed description of the optical retrieval system as used 
in the retrieval of research documents will be found in Appendix D. 

CONCLUSIONS 

1. That slide collections should be broad in concept and 
not be limited to a single subject area since the 
slides tend to have application in more than one 
discipline. 

2. That the application of retrieval logic in a multi- 
disciplinary collection of slides serving art, liter- 
ature and history is possible and practical. 

3. That the differences between disciplines regarding 
terms used in slide content identification were far 



greater than previously believed with far less duplication 
than first anticipated. 

4. That these differences, although very real, will not 
inhibit the implementation of a retrieval system, although 
the development sequence of identifier terms must be mod- 
ified to insure inclusion of terms designed to meet the 
need of each discipline. 

5. That a slide collection will have maximum utilization 
only wh°n it is designed to permit the user to locate 
items using the terminology he is familiar with. 

6. That the search arid retrieval system and logic developed 
in this project will facilitate maximum collection util- 
ization by: 

a. Permitting a user to locate, with a minimum of time 
and effort, those slides in a collection that meet 
his individual needs. 

b. Permitting individuals from different subject fields 
to utilize the terminology of their own discipline. 

In addition, the system is easy to use, compatible with 
any shelving or cataloging system, and designed for use 
with either a computerized or manual retrieval system. 

7. That further and desired refinement of the identifier 
lists will entail many man-hours of expert opinion, ex- 
tensive cross referencing, professional validation, and 
extensive data searching. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 



35mm slides are a major instructional resource serving 
teachers, students and researchers. Cataloging and retrieving 
problems have, however, seriously limited utilization, with most 
collections designed to serve only a small portion of the poten- 
tial users. The following recommendations are being made to 
facilitate maximum utilization of these collections with a 
minimum of duplicated effort: 

1. That a national interdisciplinary system of slide 
labeling and shelving be established for use by both 
libraries and commercial publishers. 

2. That a national list of content identifiers be estab- 
lished along the guidelines and logic developed in 
this project and that all the disciplines using slide 
collections be involved in the developing of this list. 

3. That, to facilitate utilization, separate identifier 
lists be developed for those collections that lend 
themselves to separation (Far Eastern, Primitive, etc.). 

4. That before national adaption, the filing and search 
and retrieval systems be field-tested in representa- 
tive collections serving different populations. 

5. That, once an accepted list of identifiers is estab- 
lished, a series of cooperative projects be supported 
to assign identifiers to individual slides and/or 
collections, and that these projects generate a series 
of publications that would include shelving numbers 
and specific identifier assignments. 
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SLIDE IDENTIFIERS - 17TH CENTURY (First Draft - 9/30/68) 



The attached draft list of slide identifiers has been 
developed for the fields of Art, History and Literature and 
are limited to the 17th Century. It should be noted, however, 
that while some categories are limited solely to this period 
(dates, some locations, writers and artists, etc.) others are 
more general and would be appropriate to most slides found 
in major collections. These latter identifiers would include 
those under the more general headings, such as geographical, 
content, form, materials, subject, etc. 

Under this system, specialists in the three disciplines 
assign to each slide those specific identifiers that are 
appropriate to their field. For example, an oil painting 
of a street scene in England showing a cathedral might be 
given the following identifiers:

In the retrieval system that will be used, any one of 
these terms or combination tf these terms would identify this 
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particular slide. An art historian would have it identified 
if he were seeking a Genre oil painting of an early 17th 
Century city in England, as would an English teacher searching 

for slides related to Shakespeare. 

The search and retrieval system itself will be described 

in more detail in the final report. 

The main purpose of the Advisory Committee meeting will 

be two-fold: 

1. To make revisions in the present identifier list. 

(The system itself will be field-tested on a selection 
of slides during this meeting.) It should be noted 
that a system such as this is highly flexible, per- 
mitting additional terms to be added as needed. 

Prior to this meeting, advisors should not only 
check specific terms but the general headings for 
their subject area. 

2. To make recommendations for Phase II of this project. 
Phase II should include expansion and field-testing 
of this system. The revised identifier list will be 
applied, following the Advisory meeting, to approxi- 
mately 500 slides selected for this purpose. An 
attempt will be made to have these slides as represent- 
ative as possible.

DESCRIBING A MANUAL SEARCH AND RETRIEVAL SYSTEM 



A Search and Retrieval System 
for Media Periodicals 

Robert M. Diamond 



A major resource for individuals 
in the field of instructional 
communications is the wide variety 
of professional publications serving 
the area. While the ERIC Clearing- 
house in Media at Stanford is ab- 
stracting and developing a retrieval 
system for research publications 
and individual documents, it does 
not cover material found in journals 
and professional magazines. Pres- 
ent periodical indexing systems 
using broad categories are of little 
help to the individual seeking in- 
formation related to a specific area 
of interest. 

Realizing the importance of this 
vast resource, the Commission on 
Information Science of DAVI has 
proposed a search and retrieval sys- 
tem designed specifically for media 
journals and periodicals. The pro- 
posed system has the following 
advantages: 

• It permits the user to use specific 
search terms. For example, all ar- 
ticles on the use of films with 
culturally disadvantaged elemen- 
tary children in urban areas can 
be identified in one operation, 
with only those articles combin- 
ing these topics being indicated. 

• It is quick and easy to use. All 
articles in a library directly re- 
lated to the topic can be identi- 
fied and located in a few minutes. 

• It is flexible. New search terms 
can be added as needed. Special- 
ized publications and libraries 
are able to add specific terms de- 
signed to meet their unique 
needs. (A series of search terms 
in television and radio for the 
NAEB Journal and in computer 
science for the Data Processing 
Journal, etc.) 

• It can be used with optical- 
manual or computerized retrieval 
systems. An optical-manual sys- 
tem can be implemented by any 
school district, college, or media 
center for an equipment and ma- 
terial investment of under $2,000. 
With cooperation between units, 
this cost can be reduced by 75 
percent.

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• It is possible and practical for 
past issues to be read and in- 
dexed with a complete deck of 
search cards covering from four 
to eight publications being re- 
produced photographically and 
sold to media libraries at cost. 

• The same system can be applied 
to all media publications and can 
provide, if publications outside 
of DAVI are willing to cooperate, 
a single indexing system for the 
entire field. 

The basic system being recom- 
mended was first developed by the 
Office for the Study of Instruc- 
tion at the University of Miami in 
Coral Gables, Florida, (See “A Stor- 
age and Retrieval System for Doc- 
uments in Instructional Resources,” 
Robert M. Diamond with Berta Grat- 
tan Lee), then modified by the In- 
structional Resources Center at the 
State University College in Fre- 
donia, New York. Experience has 



shown that most users do not re- 
quire an extensive content identifier 
list (the original now has over 750 
terms). For ease of operation the 
list, therefore, has been reduced to 
approximately 100 terms. This re- 
duction not only lowers the expense 
of implementation, but markedly 
simplifies the use of the system. 

The system itself has three com- 
ponents: first, the assignment of 
content identifiers to each article; 
second, collection organization; and 
third, search and retrieval. 

A major problem facing an in- 
dividual interested in locating ma- 
terials that contain information di- 
rectly associated with his needs is 
that titles are often vague and mis- 
leading and that most indexing sys- 
tems are extremely general. For ex- 
ample, a teacher interested in what 
has been written about projects 
using programed instruction to 



teach mathematics to high ability 
sixth grade culturally disadvan- 
taged urban students would be faced 
with the task of searching through 
all those articles listed under pro- 
gramed instruction to find those 
articles dealing with his specific 
topic of interest. In the proposed 
system, however, this teacher would 
simply combine the following six 
identifiers: programed instruction, 
mathematics, high ability, sixth 
grade, culturally disadvantaged, and 
urban, and would immediately be 
directed to only those articles that 
were indicated as having content 
that combined these six areas. 

The importance of the identifier 
list thus becomes obvious. The 
terms in the list must be selected to 
cover the major needs of individ- 
uals using the materials and yet be 
short enough to permit relatively 
easy use. A tentative list of pro- 
posed content identifiers will be 
found in Table I. 

This list has been organized to 
cover the main areas of the field 
with general grouping used to per- 
mit easy use. As noted in the in- 
troduction, additional terms may be 
added and inserted anywhere in 
the system without difficulty. 

Identifiers would be assigned to 
major articles by the author, sub- 
ject to review by the editors. WhiV 
some articles may require as many 
as 20 identifiers, the average is ap- 
proximately five or six, with arti- 
cles based on specific research run- 
ning slightly higher. Examples of 
the proposed list applied to articles 
in Audiovisual Instruction and AV 
Communication Review will be 
found in Table II. It is proposed 
that the identifiers be included 
within the indexes of the individual 
publications. 

Two numbers are basic to the sys- 
tem. First, each article selected for 
inclusion in the system is given a 
search number. Since most optical 
systems are limited to 10,000 
items, each series would fall within 
this range. When the number of 
items passes 10,000, an additional 
system is added. It is, therefore, 
possible to combine several periodi- 
cals in the same system by assign- 
ing several thousand search terms 
to each. For example, Audiovisual 
Instruction averages seven major 
articles per issue, AV Communica- 
tion Review approximately five, 
Educational Technology, four, AV 
Guide, six, and Educational Broad- 
casting Review, eight. Thus 20 
years of these five publications 
could be contained in a single sys- 
tem that might be divided as 
follows:

2. A search card is typed. This 
would look as follows: 

3. In a single operation, the 
search number (2157) is 
punched into the content iden- 
tifier cards (see illustration 1) 
of the identifiers selected for 
the document. Each identifier 
has its own card with a grid 
system of 10,000 numbers (see 
illustration 2). 

Retrieval 

The retrieval sequence for users 
of the system is not only rapid but 
easy to learn and consists of these 
basic steps: 

1. The user first selects from the 
list of search terms those 
which meet his needs. (Illus- 
tration 3.) 

2. He then places the selected 
identifier cards together on a 
light box to find numbers of 
those articles which have been 
identified to contain all the 
topics he has selected. (Illustra- 
tion 4.) 




1 In a single operation the search number for the indi- 
vidual article is punched into the content identifier 
cards of the identifiers selected for that document. 



3. The articles are then located 
in the collection. Since period- 
icals are shelved numerically 
by their retrieval number, locat- 
ing a specific article is simple. 
Users wishing to have addi- 
tional information before going 
to the shelves may use the 
typed search card to find au- 
thor, title, and the complete list 
of identifiers under which the 
article is filed. 

In a computer based system, the 
search number would simply be 
typed on the terminal with an im- 
mediate printout of the identified 
articles being obtained. The com- 
puterized system has the added po- 
tential of providing brief abstracts 
of each article. 




2 Identifier cards have a grid system of 10,000 number* 
There is one identifier card for each identifier term 
used in the system. Holes represent documents which 
have the particular identifier term assigned In this 
particular card, each hole represents an article con- 
cerning the elementary grades. 



The DAVI Commission on In- 
formation Science believes that the 
proposed system would provide the 
media profession with a highly ef- 
ficient method of retrieving a broad 
spectrum of written resources at a 
price within the range of most 
budgets. The use of content identi- 
fiers in the index of the periodicals 
and journals would, by itself, be of 
major assistance to individuals de- 
siring specific information in this 
rapidly growing field of instruc- 
tional technology. It is for this rea- 
son that this system has been 
proposed for adoption.
